Gathering wives and little 
ones together aud taking with them, 
their 
most 
cherished 
possessions, 


among which were the records of their 
race, the jasper altar and their war 
god, holding In his extended right hand 
the sacrificial knife of flint, they made 
their weary way to the capital of Mon- 
tezuma, the sacred city of Mexico, 
where they were warmly welcomed by 
that unfortunate monarch and where 
they fought bravely In defense of the 
devoted city. 
They assisted Gauto- 


mazlu, the chivalrlc nephew of Monte- 
zuma, in his glorious, if 111 fated, at- 
tempt to regain the throne of his an- 
cestors, and upon its failure and th

As 
soon as tile sp:irk of life has ilvd. tin- 
two great toes are tied together with 
a thin strip of cloth, the mouth is 
closed, and incense Is burned near the 
body. 


The Interment follows a few hours 


after death. The "washers" are men 
and women who wash aud shroud the 
body and dig a hole in the earth to 
hold the water, so that It c-auuot spread 
very much, as It Is considered unlucky 
to tread on this water. The washing Is 
a great ceremony, and when finished 
the body is shrouded with even more 
ceremony. If there is a widow of th» 
deceased, she returns the dowry hei 
husband had given her. If the deceas- 
ed's mother is present, she says, "The 
milk with which I suckled tbee I freely 
bestow upou the*." Thus ih« resigns 
the debt of the deceased to ber. When 
flowers have been placed on the body 
It Is carried to tbe grave on a bier or. 
if the relatives can afford It, In a cof- 
fin. At the grave four creeds are re- 
cited, and the body, wltb the head to 
the north and the face looking toward 
Mecca, Is laid on its back In its tomb. 
The grave Is about seven feet long for 
both sexes, but the depth for a man Is 
measured by the distance between his 
Teet aud chest; for a woman, between 
ler feet and waist If the body Is too 
long for the grave, It Is believed that 
the deceased must nave been a great 
sinner. _ 


Before the body Is covered the Mo- 


hammedan takes a little earth ami, 
throwing it into the grave, says, "We 
created you of earth, and we return 
you to the earth, aud we shall raise 
you out of the earth ou the day of resur- 
rection." 
Then a monnd is built to 


keep the earth in the grave from crush- 
ing the body, and water -is sprinkled 
on it in three lines. Special prayers for 
the safe vo.\ ve of the deceased are of- 
fered after the burial. As in the case 
of a Hindoo funeral, the poor are not 
forgotten, both remembering the needy 
by distributing money, salt, rice and' 
wheat amoni,' them after the funeral.

What purports to be the true siory of 


Ambassador Bellamy Storer's 
recall 


from Vienua is going Ihe rounds in 
diplomatic circles and if it is tbe true 
explanation, merely shows that lie was 
uot the liret uiau iu public life to huve 
jis ambitious wrecked by a desire on 
,l.e pint of his wife to play at politics. 
It Deems that while the Storers were 
diplomatically accredited they spent a 
;ood deal of time in Rome and while 
;bere Mrs. Storer conceived the idea of 
having Archbishop Ireland created a 
cardinal, thus.making two cardinals In 
America. There was auolher paity of 
Americans of whom Mr. Philbin of 
New York was oue who wanted a sec- 
ond cardinal over here but who were 
racking Archbishop Farelly of New 
York. The matter was brought to the 
attention of Ihe President and lie said 
:but while he was a warm admirer of 
jolh prelates and while lie would be 
glad toseeany of his friends iu theCath- 
ollc, Methodist or Episcopal Church,

any part In suggesting action to Koine. 


This wag a very natural aud proper 


position for the President lo take. But 
tlie matter was discussed by tbe high 
officials iu Vatican circles aud they de- 
cided that the President did not seem 
to be particularly Interested iu either 
appointee.

American cardinal has uot yet been 
appointed. 
This made Mrs. Storer 


very indignant and she lost uo oppor- 
tunity to make trouble for tbe Admin- 
istration. Tbere was the case of Con- 
sul Hunt wbo was 'dropped from the 
service. Both Ambassador Storer and 
bis wife wrote some very acid letters 
on the subject criticizing the Adminis- 
tration. For this the Ambassador was 
sharply called down. The breach wid- 
ened an* the Btorers left their post iu 
Vieuua aud went to Egypt. The Am- 
bassador sulked and for about three 
mouths failed to answer tbe letters of 
the President or tbe Secretary of mate. 
Matters finally reached a stage where 
tbe President was forced to write his 
Ambassador that be could either go 
back to Vieuua, answer tbe letters that 
were addressed- him or resign. Mr. 
Storer chose the latter alternative aud 
the post has been filled by a uew ap- 
poiulee. But it all shows how a wom- 
an playing with politics can make a 
mesa of it just like a man.

uno Castro lias retired temporarily 
from tbe presidency of Venezuela. Geu- 
cral Juau Vicente Gomez, first vice 
president of the republic, is tlie present 
executive lieud. Tills information was 
contained in an official dispatch re- 
ceived from Caracas bf,Carlos Figiero 
do. Venezuelan consul general in this 
city. 


The official announcement gives as 


Castro's reason for resigning that "lie 
desires to retire to restful, private life 
for some time, owing to the strenuous 
work Uis position exacts and which ht 
has so successfully carried on for sev- 
eral years." 


The change took place on Monday 


last, wheu Castro issued a proclama- 
tion, wherein appeared the following: 
"Should his temporary separation briiif 
harmony and good will to the country, 
he would willingly make his retirement 
permanent—if necessary." 
The dis- 


patch also says that peace Is assured 
In Venezzuela and that the international 
questions will be either amicably ar- 
ranged or arbitrated.

CONCESSIONS OFFERED 


>Ilner» AmamA Original »«• 


mniul* aud Announce Thut 
Strike ConmlMioB If Accept- 
able—Not Favorably Received 


Xew York, April 18.—At the meeting 


.of rlie sub-committees of the anthracite 
mine workers and operators here th« 
representatives of tbf employe* offered 
[be owners the choice of two propoai 
tlons in their endearor to come1 to an 
.uiiiicable agreement, aud the employers 
made an Informal reply in which they 
Intimated that they are not likely to ac- 
cept either. The operator* will make 
a a official annrer to the miners' latest 
proposition by letter, and there will be 
no farther meetings until something de- 
velop*. 


Wliile there 1* still hope that a peaue- 


ful solution of the controTeny will.be 
fonid, the meeting did not bring the 
.contending partta closer together; in 
fact, they appear to bare almost reached 
the limit of their negotiation*. If the 
operators should decline to entertain 
•cither of the proposition* submitted by 
the miners yesterday It 1* probable a 
convention of miner* will be called at 
which tbe delegates will declare that a 


. strike exists. 


Briefly stated, the offer 
made by 


President Mitchell was a. resubmlssion 
of the miners' original demands with 
two amendments, and in case they are 
not accepted he proposes that the whole 
controversy be placed before the strike 
•commission. 


In one of the amendments to the orig- 


inal demands Mitchell drops the request 
for the recognition of the union au.d 
provides that the proposed agreement 
be made between the operators and the 
anthracite mine workers instead of the 
United Mine Workers of America. The 
other amendment provides that only 
employes who are willing shall be as- 
sessed a certain sum each month to de- 
fray the expenses of carrying out the 
proposed check-off agreement, instead 
of union and non-union men'being called 
upon to contribute. 
' 


If the operators will not accept the 


original demands as amended, the min- 
ers propose thnt they (the original de- 
mands as amended) and the operators' 
first proposition, which provides for a 
renewal for three .years of the award 
of the anthracite strike commission, be 
referred for arbitration to the strike 
commission. 
Thus the miners drop 


their second offer, which provides for 
arbitration by the conciliation board, 
and ignore .the operators' second propo- 
sition with the exception of the strike 
commission feature, which they accept. 


An informal talk folimved the meet- 


In^, during which it was agreed that if 
any further meeting of the joint com- 
mittee wns desired by the miners ar- 
rangements for it could be made by 
residents Raer and Mitchell. 


At his headrinarters. after the meet- 


Ins. 
Milfbc'll confirmed the interpreta- 


tion that the first amendment to his 
original demnnds eliminates the request 
for the recognition of his union. Tech- 
nically. Mitchell and his colleagues are 
not appearing liefore the operators as 
officers of the United Mine Workers of 
America, hut as representatives of the 
anthracite mine workers. 
This was 


also tlielr status liefore the strike com- 
mission in 1902-3. 


Mlno Workers Are Disappointed 
Thiladelphia, April 33.—Reports re- 


ceived here from ail sections of the an- 
thracite coal fields aro to the effect 
that the mine workers are greatly dis- 
appointed at what they regard as a 
virtual suspension of negotiations be- 
tween the operators and miners' repre- 
sentatives in New York. 
The belief 


generally is expressed that Baer's brief 
answer to the amended proposition of- 
fered by Mitchell and the scale commit- 
tee leaves "but small hope for an ami- 
cable settlement. 
There still remains 


a hope, however, that the conciliatory 
attitude of Mitchell may result In at 
least a temporary settlement. 


Textile Operative* Want lncna» 
New Bedford, Mass., April 10.—At a 


meeting of the Textile council last night 
it was voted to recommend to the dif- 
ferent textile unions to ask for an ad- 
vance of wages in-the cotton mills of 
this city, and to have each union call 
a meeting to,decide upon what it con- 
siders a fair advance to ask. There are 
about 12.000 hands employed in 
the 


cloth mills. 


Resigned Under Charges

Naples, April 13.—While tbe newt 


from Mount Vesuvius Is reawurlng, tbe 
couditlout here in Naples are such as to 
make It difficult to realize that coudl- 
iloiis are actually better. The wind Is 
blowing from the volcano iu tbe direc- 
tion of Naples, carrying the ashes In 
this direction, and tbe fall of ushes aud 
cinders here is worse lhau,atauy ttui* 
since the eruption began. 


The scenic effects vary from hour to 


hour. Now ill the north tbe sky Is 
chocolate colored, lowering and heavy, 
under which men and women, with their 
hair and clothing covered with asbe*. 
more about. Fort San Uartlno, as It 
towers above the town, can only just 
be seen, while Castel dell 'Ovo is bold- 
ly marked In light, seeming like silver 
against the brown sky. 
. 


To the south, beyond tbe smoke cone, 


ilea sunny I'ostilipo and its peninsula, 
while far away glistens the sea, on 
which tbe islands seem to float in tb» 
glow of tbe setting sun. Adding to tbe 
strange picture, one of tbe French men- 
of-war which arrived In the Bay of 
Naples yesterday is so placed as to be 
half iuvthe glow and half, obscured by 
the belt of falling ashes. 


From the observatory on Mount Ve- 


suvius, where Director Matteuccl is 
continuing his work iu behalf of science 
and humanity, the scene is one of great 
impress!veuess. To reach the observa- 
tor.v one must \valU for luik-s over hard- 
ened, but hot, lava covered with sand 
until he conies' to a point from whence 
nothing can be seen but 
vast, gray 


reaches. Above, the heavens are gray, 
like the" earth beneath, aud seem just 
as hnrrt and immovable. 


In all this lonely waste there is no 


sign of life or vegetation, aud no sound 
is heard except the low uiutleriiigs of 
the volcano. 
One seems almost im- 


pelled to scream aloud to break thehor- 
rible stillness of a laud seemingly for 
gotten both by God uud man.

victim of peculiar circumstances and 
that his conviction was contrary to the 
evidence which was brought out at his 
trial, with which he deals at consider- 
able length. In closing, Tucker wrote: 


"I do not ask anything but a fair 


chance at your bands. My case will 
soon come before you. My life will be 
In your power, and I pray and implore 
you that you carefully consider the evi- 
dence and see that justice Is done me. 
I ask only that my sentence be changed 
to life Imprisonment, because time will 
show my innocence."

aa to who should be their future leader, 
the 6000 persons in the auditorium rose 
aa one person and signified their wlllluii- 
neH to follow Voliva to the end. 


Yesterday's meeting was called for 


2:90 o'clock In the afternoon, but as 
early as 10 o'clock In the morning a<i 
the streets centering around that house 
of worship held many anxious Zionists, 
all headed for Shlloh tabernacle.' By 
the time Veliva reached the meeting- 
house the place was full to overflowing 
with the former adherents of Dowie, 
who had been patiently waiting for 
hours to listen to the public exposure of 
the man who made Zlon what it is today. 
' On the platform with Voliva were 
Mrs. John A. Dowie, Judge Barnes, head 
of the law department of Zlon City, and 
Overseers Spelcher, Uxcell, Cantel and 
Granger. At tbe conclusion of a short 
praj-er the new lender of /ion, clad in 
a robe of white uud black, a decided de- 
parture from the gaudy raiineut as- 
sumed by the first apostle on similar oc- 
casions, stepped to the front of the plat- 
form aud in a slow, calm aud studied 
voice, made the announcement that he 
was going to take advantage of the 
meeting "to tell a few truths" about the 
men whom they hud so faithfully fol- 
lowed for several years. . 


Voliva then told the audience of the 


"deplorable" conditions he 
found at 


Zlon City when he arrived a mouth ago 
froin Australia aud took up the man- 
agement of Kion's interests at Dowie's 
command. The speaker did not mince 
words, but spoke bluutly of the"perfidy 
of John Alexander." 


When most bitter in the denuncia- 


tion of his former master there was no 
one in tile tabernacle who showed more 
approval of 
Vollva's 
remarks than 


Overseer ;M rs. Jane Dowie/. When Vo- 
liva angrily exclaimed: "I will see that 
all the costly furniture and the expen- 
sive library adorning ~ Dowie's Zion 
Cit.v residence aud which were ' pur- 
chased by thrt hypocrite while many of 
his people were in need of food, are 
sold mid tin- money turned into Zion 
storehouses." Mrs. Uowie half rose and.' 
with her voice uud hands, loudly ap 
plauded the words. 


Overseer Voliva, In justilientlou of 


the overthrow of /Ion's tlrst apostle 
told how money had been squandered 
foolishly for 
Dowie's own 
cumfon 


while the creditors and the people of 
ZIou were culling loudly for money. 


"If yon want to stand for downright 


lying, hypocrisy and shameful misuse 
of money," said Voliva, "keep your 
seats, but all of those present who are 
tired of bis lying, his exaggerations 
bis misrepresentations and his Incon- 
sistencies and his hypocrisy and his 
gross ignorance of all business laws and 
principles, stand up as an evidence of 
their denouncement of Dowie and his 
methods." 
The response to thla re- 


quest was instantaneous, everyone in 
the building rising' In acknowledgment 
of Vollva's leadership. 


Voliva then declared that If Dowie 


on his arrival In Zion City thought to 
frighten Voliva Into submission, Dowle 
never was more mistaken In his life. 
Voliva requested all present to keep 
away from the railway station when 
Dowie reaches Zion City. 


"I don't want you to go down there 


and listen to his egotistical harangue," 
snld Voliva. "If he should try any of 
his spectacular antics on his arrival 
•here, we will soon put a stop to It. He 
cannot hold a meeting In Shiloh taber- 
nacle, because We won't 
let him. 


Should be succeed in securing a house in 
which to hold a meeting to address the 
people of Zion, I want you all to remain 
at home and not attend the meeting." 


Voliva requested the people to give 


their assent to this arrangement by ris- 
ing. The' response was unanimous 
compliance. 


A message was received from Dowie 


stating that he would reach Zlon City 
Tuesday morning and ordering Shiloh 
house, his residence in Zion City, to he 
prepared for his home coming. Volivn, 
after reading this message, said Dowie 
would not be allowed to enter the door 
of what formerly was his Zlon City 
home.

The tuberculin test, which i§ marvel 


oufly accurate In its indications. ban 
been" alJMOHt univerKally adopted for 
the detection of tuberculosis. Tuber- 
culin IB a diug prepared by (fertilizing, 
filtering, and concentrating Ibe liquid* 
In which the tubercle bacillus ba» been 
alloved lo vepelate. This substance 
has I lie effect, wuen injected -Into the 
tli-Elies of 
a tubercular animal, nf 


causing a decided rife of temperature 
while II has no fuel) ill'eel upon ani- 
Ui«l» free f iou) ibedleeai-e. The value 
of tuberculin for this purpose wan 
letted during the years 1890 and 1891 
by G'utlnian, Roeckl and Schulz. Bang 
and SaliiDjoiifcn, Lydtln, Johne and 
Bledamgrotzky, Nocard and many 
other*. It wan at once recognized as a 
uoet remarkable and accurate method 
of detecting tuberculosis even in tbe 
early stages and when tbe disease bad 
yet made but little progress. 


Tbe tuberculin teat came Into exist- 


ence through tbe most careful and thor- 
ough scientific experimentation. 
In 


practice it IB applied by first taking the 
temperature of tbe animal to be tested, 
at Intervals of about two hours, a suffi- 
cient number of times to establish tbe 
normal temperature of the body under 
tbe ordinary conditions of life. The 
proper dose of tuberculin IB theu in- 
jected under the skin with a hypoder- 
mic syringe. Tbe injection IB generally 
made late in the evening, and the tem- 
perature is lakeu every two hours the 
following day, beginning early in the 
morning and continuing until late in 
the evening, if tbe fullest Information 
IB desired. From average temperatures 
calculated by de gcbweiuitz lu 1896 of 
about 1,600 tests of tuberculous cows, 
It appears that In general the rise of 
temperature begins from five and one- 
half to six hours after the tuberculin is 
injected, reaches lie greatest height 
from tbe sixteenth to the twentieth 
"hours, and then gradually declines, 
rercbing the uormal again by the twen- 
ty-eighth hour. 


Diseased animals which failed to re- 


act were found to be either lu an ad- 
vanced stoge of tbe disease (uud this 
was easily recognizable by 
other 


means), or the disease had become ar- 
retted, and for tbe time being did not 
affect tbe system of the animal. 


In 1898, Bang, of Copenhagen, one 


of tbe highest European authorities, in 
bis paper presented to tbe Congress for 
Ike Study of Human and Animal 
Tuberculosis, at Paris, said: 


"Numerous tests made in almost 


every civilized country have demon- 
strated that tuberculin Is an excellent 
means for diagnosing tbe existence or 
lion-existence of tbe disease. Wbeu 
tuberculin .produces atypical reaction 
we may be almost sure that there ex- 
ists in tbe body of the animal a tuber- 
cular process. Tbe cases in which a 
careful examiner has not suceeded in 
finding it are very rare; and I am led 
to believe that when, notwithstanding 
all the pains taken, it has escaped dis- 
covery, the reason is that it is located 
lu a portion of tbe body that is particu- 
larly inaccessible. 


There are some diseased animals in 


which tuberculin fails to discover the 
existence of tuberculosis, lu most of 
these, tbe deposits lire old, Insignificant 
and generally calcified, or they are 
cases where the disease is arrested and 
In process of recovery, and which are 
lucapoble of disseminating the contag- 
ion." . 
.. Nocard of Paris,' wrote also m 1S98 


*"as follows: 


"The obseivatlon of a clear, reaction 


io tuberculin is unequivocal; the ani- 
mal is tuberculous. 
The pretended 


errors imputed to tbe method are ex- 
plained by the extreme sensitiveness 
of the reagent, which is capable of de- 
tecting the smallest lesion. It often re- 
quires prolonged and minute researches 
lu^lrle depts of all the tistues to dis- 
cover the few military centers, tbe 
pretence of which has been revealed. 
The reaction is absolutely specific. 


The failure to react does not necessar- 


ily implytbe absence of tuberculosis. 
Such failures of tuberculin are very ex- 
ceptional. 
They ars seen most fre- 


quently with animals aflected with 
tuberculosis in a very advanced stage 
and made evident by plaiu external 
signs. 
Sometimes, also, there are 


found at the post-mortem examination 
of animals which have not reacted, 
email 
fibrous or. calcified 
lestous, 


in such a condition that one i? tempted 
to believethem cured." 


These opinions of two eminent au- 


thorities, living in different couutries, 
after long experience of their o«n and 
after studying the results of the many 
tests made in diflereut parts of the 
world, should have great weight; they 
are essentially the same throughout. 


In tbe work of the Pennsylvania 


Livestock Sanitary Hoard, postmor- 
tem examinations were made on about 
4,400 reacting cattle, and the dise»sc 
was found in all but 8 of those which 
had given characteristic reactions. 


The results of a much larger number 


of tests might be compiled at this time 
but they would riot materially change 
the average of those already mentioned 
It is plilu that the tuberculin test is a 
rcrnaikably accurate test of tubeiculo- 
sis; that tbe animals which react may 
be safely considered ae tuberculous, 
and that when a careful clinical ex- 
amination is practiced In addition to 
the test, there aie few animals in a dan- 
gerous condition which escape detec- 
tion. 


The first questions asked by those 


who oppose the adoption of the tuber- 
culin test are, Is tbix test infallible? 
and, If it is not infallible, why should 
It be forced upon the cattle owners of 
this country? 


In answer to these questions It may 


herald that tuberculin Is not absolutely 
Infallible, and ye! it Is by far the best 
mcthod'of diagnosing tuberculosis that 
has been discovered. It Is much belter 
than any lest known for pletiro-pneu- 
nionla when that din-ate wn.i eradi- 
cated.

Tuberculin is, therefore, a great boon to 
the farmer one of tbe most beneficial 
discoveries of modern times. 


Some cattle owners have been pred- 


judlced against ihe tuberculin test by 
Incorrect or greatly exaggerated state- 
ments as lo damage caused lo cattle by 
the injection of tuberculin. 
Some of 


these statement have been based upon 
attacks of ilKieas in noway connected 
wllh Ihe tuberculin test. 


Many peisons have in recent years 


studied the effccli of tuberculin as 
they have been revealed by tests cover- 
ing vast numbers of animals, and in 
the present uncertain condition of the 
public mind lu ihlB country ou tbe 
subject the writer deems It advisable to 
quote the conclusions of some of tha 
best authorities. 


Nocard and Leclalnche say: 
'•Direct experiments and abserva- 


:lons collected by thousands show that 
.he tuberculin injeeiionK have no un- 
favorable tfltci. With healthy ani- 
mals the system is indifferent lo the 
upculatiou; with tuberculous animals 
it causes only alight changes, which 
are not at all serious."

COMFORTS WEALTH WILL BRINQ. 
The modern very rich man cau pro- 


cure for himself and hie. family every 
comfort. He can secure Invariably all 
possible comfortable.provisions In every 
place where he dwells— in his own 
bouses, or in hotels, train-*, and Hteam- 
ers; but Htill hie wealth will uot ordi- 
narily procure for him greater personal 
comfort than persons of moderate for- 
tune can command. 
There i« pleasure 


in living in a palace: hut when itf in- 
mates want to be comfortable they get 
iulo tile *iuali roouin. The .'east physi- 
cal ailment, like a gouty toe, or a dull 
ear, or a decayed .tooth, will subtract 
uiore from comfort than all the riches 
iu tue world cau add. 


1'LEAStJBES OF TUB KICK. 


Some real pleasures are very expen- 


sive, and only great riches cau procure 
them. For instance, tbe unobstructed 
and impregnable possession of a tine 
natural landscape is a great pleasure 
which tbe very rich mau cau secure for 
himself by bin private menus; whereas 
the pour man, or the man of moderate 
means can enjoy such a privilege only 
by availing himself of great public do- 
mains, or of unoccupied regions, aud 
there his owu privilege, will not be 
secure. 


One- advantage tbe very rich man 


undoubted.}' 
1ms. Many so-called 


pleasures pall after a little while. Tbe 
possessor of numerous h >rses aud car- 
nages, for example, liuds that he has 
no pleasure in driving or riding. He 
is tired of it all. Or, to his surprise, lie 
Jluds his yacht a bore, and, on tbe 
whole, a plague. 
Theu be can cast 


aside pleasure, aud take up with some 
yew fad or lever. He cau utterly dis- 
regard coat in turning frotu oue pleas- 
ure to another. 
He can seize ou costly 


novelties which promise a new pleas- 
urable sentiatlou, aud experiment with 
theiu ou a small chauce of' winning 
some satisfaction. This is assuredly a 
freedom which great riches bring; but 
it is not a very valuable freedom. One 
steady, permanent outdoor pleasure, if 
pursued with unflagging delight, is 
worth many shifting transitory 
pleas- 


ures. Tbe public does uot grudge their 
pleasures to the rich, provided they 
can be pursued without harming othtrs. 


OBJECTS OF BEAUTY. 


Money indeed can buy beautiful ob- 


jects, but money cannot buy the ca- 
pacity to eujoy them. That capacity 
may or may uot go with tbe possession 
of tbe money. 
There are, however, 


luxuries of a rarer sort which the very 
rich man can secure for Himself aud 
his family, while (be poor man, or the 
man of moderate means, cannot pro- 
cure them »t all. Such a luxury is the 
ownership of beautiful artistic objects — 
of flue pictures, etchings, statuary, or 
beautiful examples of ceramic art. 


To have these objects In one's house 


within reach, or often before the eyes, 
is a great luxury. If their possessor has 
eyes to see tbelr beauty. This is n clear 
advantage which tbe very rich mau 
may have over a man of small means. 
When, however, the accumulator of 
great riches is an uneducated man, as 
is often the case, he la little likely to 
possess the Intellectual quality which 
is indispensable to tbe enjoyment of 
Hue arts. This Is oue of the reasons 
that the newly rich are apt to be redi- 
culed or despised. 


AIDS TO HEALTH. 


In the care of health— their own and* 


that of those they love — very rich peo- 
ple have certain iudisputable advant- 
ages, although they also suffer from 
peculiar exposure to the disease conse- 
'lueut on luxury aud ennui. Thus, 
they are under no necessity of eudur- 
i"K excessive labor, but can order their 
daily lives so as to avoid all strains and 
excessives in work. Moreover, if auy 
Physical evil befall them or those they 
'we, they can procure all possible aids 
of skilled attendants aud medical or 
surgical advice; aud they can procure 
for themselves and tbelr families any 
advised change of scene or cllmata, and 
procure it at the right moment, apd In 
[ueuaost comfortable way. No oue who 
has had large means of observatlou can 
"ave failed to see that the very rich 
"re by no means 'the healthiest and 
most vigorous members of the com- 
munity. The uneducated rich seem to 
"« peculiarly liable to medical delu- 
"IIIHIS, perhaps because their wealth en- 
» iles them to try iu quick succession 
"Hsortsof expensive eureallsdnd quack- 
eries.

portion of an income given away ought 
to mount rapidly with the iucrease of 
the income, but experience indicates 
tbat It does not. 


NO AUIDINd CLASS OF RICH JCKNi 
It is quite unnecessary iu this coun- 


try to, feel alarm about tbe rise of a 
permanent cla»s of very rich people. 
To transmit great estate* i» hard. They 
get divided or dispersed. 
The helm 


are often unable to keep their iuberitod 
Ireaiurw, or if, by the help of lawyers 
aud other hired ageuts, tbey manage to 
keep tbcm, tbey ceaae to accumulate, 
and only spend. This Is one of tbe 
natural affects on bis children of tbe 
very ricb man's mode of life. With 
rarest exceptions tbe very rich men of 
to-day are not tb» suns of the very rich 
men of thirty years ago, but are uew 
men. It will to tbe same thirty yean 
hence. 


One of the best tetu of tbe worth of 


free institutions, is their capacity to 
produce a numerous class of superior 
person*—rich, well-off, comfortable, or 
lust self-supporting—a claas larger iu 
proportion to tbe mass of tb* people, 
mud more' meritorious (ban auy other 
form of government ha* produced. All 
signs Indicate tbat tbe democracy will 
meet this test.—Charles Norton Eliot.

The Repression of the American 


Judge. 


Just .why, in a country in which the 


vast majority of judges are elected by 
popular vote, there should be expressed 
in law such a superstitious terror lest a 
judge should give auy expression of his 
own personality Is puzzling in the ex- 
treme. . In many states, aud particu- 
larly iu-those in which a firm aud vig- 
orous administration of justice Is of ur- 
gent importance, the judge, who pre- 
sides at a criminal trial Is uot permit- 
ted by law to be a judge In any real or 
vital sense, lie must uot comment on 
tbe evidence, he must not review the 
facts aud set them in coherent order 
before tbe jury, he must hot sift the 
testimony aud separate the material 
from tbe immaterial, be must, above 
all thiugs, refrain from expressing In 
any wise a personal opinion on any- 
thing from the start of tbe trial to Iu 
elote. He must deal put abstract rules 
of law, and leave the jury to their own 
devices with such bliud guidance iu 
endeavoring tu apply that law to the 
facts. If be sees them swayed by mis- 
leading eloquence, he must uot set them 
iu tbe path of reason for justice's bake 
He i? a pilot who must uot touch the 
wheel. 
The vigorous, commanding 


ligure of the English judge is by law 
excluded from tbe great majority of 
our criminal courts. I'he summary of 
facts in the charge which, for example, 
Judge Biugbam gave a tew years ago 
to an English jury in the sensational 
case of Whittaker Wright, the great 
swindling promoter, would have meant 
HH Inevitable reversal and new trial 
for "error" iu any lyuch law state iu 
this country.—George \V. Alger, iu the 
April Atlautic.
